Says His Budget 
To Spur Economy

President Nixon said last night he 
wil. not ask Congress far a **Ta]u^ 
added" tax or any other new taxei 
this year, but will submit an "ex- 
pansionary’' red-ink budget to ^ur 
tbe national economy.

He gave the prosecution until 
Feb. 33. He said he would se^ to 
have a judge from outside the 
county appointed to handle the 
case before then.

Magee, who was chained to his 
chair because of violent behavior 
at previous proceedings, was finally 
removed physically firom tbe court- 
room while making a rambling 
speech saying that he would not 
cooperate with his coiirt>^pointed 
attorney.

Jjeashws the Dogma

Iq the course of a generally cheery t^e> 
vlsUm conversation on Monday evening. 
President Nlzon was ashed about a statement 
he made In 1968. to the effect that the next 
President would have to give the nation 
lift of a driving dream." He replied 
that to get tiie lift of such a dream, it would 
he necessary to get rid of some of the 
inherited nightmares. **?ou can't be having 
a driving dream." be said. **when you're In 
the midst of the nightmare." 

Mr. mzon seemed confident that two of 
the nlghtmares->^e Vietnam war and infla- 
tioQi — ^were coming under control, and that 
turbulence in the cities had diminished. He 
exiffessed the hope tiiat youth would rally 
to the challenge of restoring the environ- 
ment and coping with the problems of the 
cities and of poverty. 

Many Americans win be less confident 
than ISr. Nison of the vanishing of the 
nightmares of war and inflation: many, too. 
may be skeptical of his ability to articulate 
the dream in convincing terms, it is true 
that he has reduced American casualties and 
troop commitments In Vietnam spectacular- 
ly, but the entanglement there remains. It 
is true that many indices intimate a sicken- 
ing of the Inflationary tide, but iffessures 
on wages, and thereby on costs, remain 
great. Will the combination of an "activist" 
budget and a continuation of present mon- 


etary policies produce what Mr. Nison 
expects; an expanding, yet uninflationary, 
economy? 

But apart from such stuff as the older 
dreams — and nightmares— were made of, the 
President was definitely eneooraglng when 
he announced that the two subjects which 
woiild engage his primary energies this year 
are revenue sharing and welfare reform. 
Virtually every governor, every mayor, has 
been matarg it clear that unless they can 
tap federal tax resources to a greater degree, 
baiikmptcy looms for many local govern- 
mental treasuries. And welfare constitutes 
one of the most serious drains upon these 
agencies. 

la fact, unless the president drives and 
Congress acts in these vital spheres, the 
strain upon local resources could well be the 
nightmare of 1971. And. thanks to the In- 
conclusive results of the 9lst Congress, the 
urgency of these problems creates an atmo- 
sphere that could result in emergency 
procedures that might be ineffective, or 
even dangerous, for the long run. 

This Is the threat. The hope lies In Mr. 
Nixon’s aj^ireclation of it. If he can com- 
municate to Congress (whether through his 
new secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Connally, 
or otherwise) the sense of genuine need. It 
Is still pos^le that the dream may emerge 
from the nightmares, and dissipate them.

A woman could contribute a 
valuable sense of nuance to the

Composing the Differences Between Western and African Music

jyAIROBL— There are a handful of young African composers

trying to a'rite serious music for the concert stage. Ail face 
a dilemma. 

Should they take African themes and fashion them into 
Western music played on Western instruments? Or should they 
somebow figiu'e out a way of writing African music on African 
scales for traditional musicians who cannot read notes? Or 
should they combine the two? 

Tlie young composers have chosen the last way. recognizing 
tliat. as young Africans educated in Western music, their work is 
tile product of two cultures. But it is easier to talk about 
than do. 

ihe difficulties were illustrated recently ' in a series of 
lectures and reclU'Us by Nigerian composer Akin Euba during a 
music festival in Nairobi sponsored by fhe German government. 
^f^. Euba. who lectures in music at the University of Ife in 
Nigeria, received his master's degree in music from the -Uni- 
versity of California in 1966. 

Tlie i\*ork of the 33-ycar-old Euba is clearly e.xperlmental 
and not wholly successful. Sometimes his work sounds com- 
pletely Western, sometimes the Western elements ore simply 
oveiwhelmed b.v the rhj'thms of African drums. The marriage 
rarely seems made. 

But Mr. Euba clearly Is on the track tliAb young African 
composers want to take. His experiment, even at this early stage, 
is worth wateldng and listening to. 

Tlie main problem comes from tlie great differences between 
Western and African music and the way the' yoQ'ng composers 
(ire steeped in both. As Mr. Euba puts it. “Some of us in Africa 


tdday. not only in music, represent elements of two cultures— we 
are blcultural." 

-Very little study has been made of African music, but it is 
clear that, though it uses many flutes, lyres, and zylophoaes it 
depends heavily on drums. Rhythm and percussion are at the 
heart. 

Most musicologists say that harmony Is absent In traditional 
African music. There is some controversy among the exfierts 
about whetlier a 16-tone scale is need, but. In any case, it is 
probably different from the chromatic scale of most European 
music. 

African music Is usually played for a practical purpose— a 
dance, a festival— and not for contemplation in a concert ball, 
and it Is pls^^ by their elders, or they Impravise on traditions] 
themes. 

Western music came to Africa mainly through the mission- 
aries. They taught their African converts ehiunb hymns and 
organ music. The hymns are usually translated into the vernacular 
African languages. 


Tonal languages 


Later. African church leaders realized that the vernacular 
words «»nri the Western church hsmns sometimeE did nob fit. 
A number of African languages are tonal. • If the ' music forces 
a. singer to accent a syllable with a high tone instead,.4)f a- 
low tone, the meaning of the word can change. • ■ 

Tb get around this, some African organists began composing 


new hyt&ns, ftimng ing the music to fit the vernacular words. ' The 
music, however, was still Weato^ not African. But it created 
a group of African eatnposers among the Christian churchgoers. 

The new young composers have often come from these families 
of church eldefs and o^udste. They ‘were taught to play the 
piano and organ’ and' then smit to - Europe and America for a 
Western musi^ education. Qradtially, they have' broken away 
from writing for the church and have started writing' for secutar 
p e i ' forman ces. 

It was a simple step for them to try to. Incorporate African 
melodies into their compositions, just as Anton Dvorak incor- 
porated folk tunes Into his symphonies. 

"At first,” says Mr. Euba, T just used African tunes, but still 
using Western a^es and instruments. It was still essentially 
Western music. 

"When you write traditional folk tunes on a Western piano 
scale,” be explains, “you lose all African eiements.’* 

Later, he decided that bis bast couise Was to combine Westecu 
and African instruments and write for both In the ssone com- 
position. ^ 

"But, of course, the difficiilties here are immenae.'* hb scq% 
"because if you cosine -Western and African instruments, which 
idiom are you going to write in?”

McCrum. who was named head- 
master In September. 

"The young in Britain today 
are rimply far more classless Jn 
outlook than their parents." 
said Mr. MeCnim. seated in 
his office in this ancient town 
so miles west of London. 
"Some of the students who 
come here are oversensttive, 
even guilty, about the school. 
They feel guilty that their 
fathers can afford to pay." 

As headmaster of Eton, 
which was founded Ui 1440 by 
ging Henry VI.

■y^NTURA. Calif.— A lonely island 70 
V miles from Ventura is providing ar- 
chaeolt^ists with a key to an Indian civ- 
ilization that existed thousands of years 
ago along the Californlsi coast and Its 
offshore islands. 

Bruce Bryan, curator of the Southwest 
Museum, made his first excavations on 
San Nicolas island moi-e than 30 years 
ago and has returned often since to d.K 
for oo-tlfacts which were once in abun- 
dance on Che outermost Island of the 
channel group off Southern Califor nia. 

.gnme of the discoveries by Mr. ©ryan 
and his associates indicate tliat thei'e 
were Indians living on San Nicolas 5.000 
yeara ago. and the Island, wiilch Is a*o- 
proxlmately nine miles long with ad 
average width of three miles, had a pop.i- 
iatlon of more than i.OOO. 

At one time, these Indians had a far 
more advanced degree of civilization than 
has been accorded them by many his- 
torians. The first Spaniards to visit tiie 
island were the men who sailed on cabrli- 
lo's voj-age of discover}' in 1542. One of 
them wrote: 

"The Indians of the islands are very 
poor. Tliey are fishermen; They eat 
nothing but fish: they sleep on the 
ground: all their business and empln?-'- 
ment is to fish . . . tliey live swinishly: 
(he.v go naked." 

Mr. Bryan's conclu.<ions refute this 
statement; "Here was a people who had 
f.ar passed beyond the puerile ability to 
scratch crude lines and daub raw colors 
on some sort of rough surface. Tlieir 
geometric and naturalistic conceptions 
vere skillfully inlaid in shell into other 
substances. They I'.ad even developed the 
art of sculpture to no mean extent, por- 
craylng both realistic and imaginary 
flgmes in the roimd in small but siupris* 
ingly lifelike effigies." Mr. Bryans find- 
ings have been printed in “AKhcologlcal 
E.vploration5 on San Nicolas Island," 
published recently by the museum. 

The Navy bos been custodian of San 
Nicolas since 1933 when it was desig- 
nated as a gunnery range by the govern- 
ment. Today the island is primarily con- 
cerned with guided missile activity in

support of the Padfle missne range. 
Military and civilian personnel on the 
island total about 500. 

The Navy has spent approximately $30 
million to make San Nicolas serviceable 
and in doing so it has Indirectly created 
one of the greatest wildlife sanctuaries 
in North America. 

Because of the classiSed nature of the 
Navy's work, the island is restricted, 
which means that civilian boats are for- 
bidden to approacli. The resulting se- 
renity has permitted a herd o£ sea 
elepl^ts to multiply in rocky coves on 
the windward side of San Nicolas. Nearby 
is a colony of sea lions. These neighbors 
never mix. 

San Nicolas also long been a haven 
for birds. Aloi^ the beach are the 
homes of thousands of sea gulls, sea 
mews, cormorants and the vanishing 
pelicans. 

It was the rich bounty of the sea wliich 
brought the first Chumash Indians to 
San Nicolas. In 191S, Dr. A, L Elrober 
deduced that they were of the Shosho- 
nean linguistic stock. 

Spanish explorer Sebastian Vizcaino 
gave the Island its name. He sighted it 
Dec. 6. 1802,' the feast day of St. Nlehola& 
Vizcaino h^ a penchant for renaming 
tlie landmarks inscribed by Cabrillo on 
bis earlier charts and most have survived 
on modem maps. 

Tlie Chumash were excellent navigators, 
voyaging constantly between the cliaimel ' 
islands and the Callfomia matnianri in 
their wood canoes. There was a busy 
commerce between the tribes. Inhabitants 
traded with the mainland to add variety 
to their diet. Acorns were ground into 
a mash and cooked in stone mortars 
which were fashioned from a heat-resis- 
tanc soapstone native to Catalina Island. 
The last Indians were removed from 


San Nieolax In 1S35 by the flvnciSGan 
Mission fathers. For years the natives 
bad been ^ victims of Rvwifl" hunters 
who brought Aleut Indians and their 
kayaks to search for prized otter p^ts. 
A number of San Nicolebos were kdled. 

The Franciscans sent Capt. Charles 
Hubbard with a small 'schooner to remove 
tbe India TM for their own protectioiL 

As Capt. Hubbard made ready to cast 
off, a sudden storm threatened to run 
bis vessel aground. One Jhdian woman 
discovered her child was missing. She 
dived overboard aind swam ashots. -Tlie 
captain was'forced by the fury of the 
g^e to head for San- Pedro without delay. 

The San Nicolenbs were taken to -the 
San Gabriel Mission, where they .were 
assimilated Into the eommuhity. 

Capt. Hubbard explained to the 'mission 
lathers how be bad been fbreed to 
abandon tbe missing woman.' A month 
later he went down irith his ship . in 
San Francisco Bay^ 

Fifteen years passed before Thomas 
Jeffries and George Nldever went to San 
Nicolas with an IncUan crew to bunt for 
otter and poasfbly find the remains- of the 
Tnrifairi wonuLD. They found plenty of 
otter, but the only trace of the woman 
was a figure seen running in the distance. 

Anally, in 1853, Mr. Nidever and an- 
other himter tracked tbe woman to a 
grass but on an island peak. She was 
dressed tn oormorant feathers and by sign 
language explained that she had dis- 
covered her child dead the day she re- 
turned to look for it. 

For 18 years she had lived with only 
dogs for companions. The island had 
provided an abundance of food— birds, 
^5, sbalone, fish and seals’ blubber— 
and water from numerous springs. 

Mr. Nldever took the woman to his 
Santa Barbara home where his wife 
cared for her. 

The woman failed rapidly, possibly due 
to tbe change of diet, a priest from the 
Santa Baibara 'AQssion baptized her as 
she -lay gravely ill in Mr. Nldever’s home, 
giving her name Juana Maria. 

Within three months of her rescue, tbe 
last Indian inhabitant of San Nicolas 
Island was dead.

Your first chap- 
ter pnntArne abOUt 10 5U^ 
things and it gives a feeling of 
condescending easualness.
